Claims 1, 3 to 13, 22, 26 and 27 are canceled. 
Claim 23 is changed to recite: 

"A method for matching a color with a corresponding color in 
a defined color space, comprising: scanning an object having the 
color to be matched to produce a color image data signal 
representative of said object; mapping said color image data 
signal to the defined color space to ascertain the corresponding 
color; determining an identity of the corresponding color; 
selecting a color region of said color image data signal, the 
color region containing said color to be matched; determining a 
dominant color in the selected color region using histograms 
representing respective colors, wherein mapping said color image 
data signal to the defined color space comprises mapping a 
portion of the color image data signal corresponding to the 
determined dominant color to the defined color space; and sending 
the identity of the corresponding color over a network to a 
website for purchasing a product having the corresponding color." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14, 18-20, 23, 24, 28, 29 and 32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

A decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
was rendered on 24 April 2009. Therein, Examiner's rejections of 
claims 1, 3-13, 22, 26 and 27 were affirmed and Examiner's 
rejections of claims 14, 18-20, 23, 24, 28, 29 and 32 were 
reversed. An examiner should never regard a reversal as a 
challenge to make a new search to uncover other and better 
references. See MPEP § 1214.04. An update of Examiner's search 
does not reveal any references which anticipate any of the 
reversed claims and/or render any of the reversed claims obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. 
Accordingly, claims 14, 18-20, 23, 24, 28, 29 and 32 are deemed 
to be allowable over the prior art. Since claim 23 depends from 
claims 1 and 7, whose rejections were upheld by the Board, 
Examiner has amended claim 23 above to incorporate the subject 
matter of claims 1 and 7. See MPEP § 1214.06(11).
